Typhoid  Fever Kills  Wilbur
Wright, Famous Ohioan

CFTEN HONORED BY MONARCHS

Washington Officials Mourn Loss of
Inventor—President Says Name of
Wright Should Stand With Fulton.

Following a sinKing spell Wilbu
Wright, the ploneer aviator, died of
typhoid fever at his home In Dayton, O.

Wright had been lngoering on Ihl"
border for muny days, and though his
condition from tme 1o time gave hopa
to His family, the attending physiolaus
maintalned throughout the latter part
of his slekness that he could not re-
cover,

When he sucoumbed to the burning
fever that had racked his body for
tdays and nights he was surrounded
by the members of his family, which
Includes his aged father, Bighop Mil-
ton \Wright; Misg Catherine \Wright,
Orville, the codnvenior ol the neros
plane; Reuchlin Wright 4nd Lorin
Wright.

The noted aeroplane lnventor was
gelzed with typhold May 4 while on a
business trip In the east, On thet day
he returned to Dayton from Hoston
and consulted the family physician,
He took to hls bed almost nmedintely
and It was severnl davs before his
case was delinitely dingnosed as ty-
photd.

Mr. Wright was born near Miliville,
Ind, on Aprll 16, 1867, Hlig f(ather
was Rev, Milton Wright, a bishop in
the United Brethren church, and his
mother, Susan Koerner., Of & me
chanleal turn of mind, he and his
brother, Orville Wright, had thelr own
modest bicycle fagtory and @ repair
ghop In Dayton when the two wheal
vehicle was at the helght of Its popu-
larity and In thelr less busy moments
applied themselves to the study of
aviation.

Wilbur, the elder hrother, was the
leader In the sarly experiments, but
in all thelr associntions It was ns the
“Wright brothers” that they shared

COUNGILMEN
ARE TRAPPED

Dictagraph Does Good Work at
Atiantic City

SEASHORE RESORT SENSATION

One Councilman Prosecuted—Others
Sald te Have Confessed—Political
Ring Alleged to Be in Bribery Plan.

Harry F. Dougherty, one of the
counclimen of Atlantic City, N. J, ar-
rested on o charge of having aceepted
i bribe of §500 In return for his vote
in councils for the puassage of an
ordinance providing for a concrete
boardwalk along the beich front de-
signed to cost $1,000,000 or more, wias
arralgned. Through his lawver he
pleaded not guilty and was held in
$3,000 bail for the grand jury.

Detective Willlam J. Burns was the
chief witness. [le related how he had
been summoned to Investigate alleged
corrupt ncts and dishonesty in civie
matters.  He evolved a "fake” board-
wilk scheme 1o cateh certain couneil-
men and clty officials. He summoned
one of his operatives here and had
him pose as “Mr. Hurris,” a New
York contractor, anxious to get a4 con:

tract to bulld a new boardwalk of
concrote,

“Harrlg”™  became familiar  with
councilmen, offered several of them

£5.000 each to pass the ordinance pro-
viding for the hoardwalk and pald $500
apiece on aceount,

Later, Burng related, these councll
men wore informed of the trap into
which they had fallen. Acdording to
his story all but one of them con:
fessed and returmed the bribe money,
Dougherty refused to give back the
money or to confess and he was ar
rested.

Smiley. a Burns operator, testified
to the lnstallation of a dictagraph in
a hotel, Smiley sald be pald Dough.
erty the £500 in ten $50 bills.

Five confegsiong have been made
and 1t is sald that before the scandal
Is fully ventilated betweoen thirty and
forty men, political leaders and lHen-
tenants, business men and a number
of the geventeen councilmen and other
oflice holders will be nnder arrest
charged with accepting bribes or with
extorting money.

There is evidence to show that the
politleal ring and aMliatlons for threa
years past has commercinlized every
munlelpal appointment. Alse by con
fesslon It has heen learned that by
the extraordinary powers of the seven-
teen councilmen or the malority of
them theére has been a steady trafic
In excise licenses by means of hold-
ips angd extra demands, that all places
of amusements have been sgimilarls
treated and that the sums received
from [Irregular places  brought In
large suma continunously te the politi
cal powers.
